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The Democrats and the South. 


The Democrats no ,v control one House 


of the National Lfi?i>lat;u-c. So far as 
reqnrtls the framing of a policy for the 
conduct of public affairs, the House 
which they hold >3 Vy far tho roost im- 
portant, it is the popular branch of 
Congress. It aftbrJs, and was intended 
to afford, the completed representation 
of public opinion, the Senate being de- 
signed to modify r.ul.er thau to originate 
measures. In the mw House, the lead- 
ers must necessarily be those who have 
lately been :a the old one. Xo others 
coulil possess the acicnaintftnce with the 
methods of doing biisiuoss necessary to ' 
leadership, even if th>! prestige of former 
services were not ftl-^o essential. 
We 


naturally looked to the Democrats in 
the Forty-third Cc-igres-, to give us some 
light on "what tho Democrats in (he For- 
ty-fourth Congress intend to do, or, at 
any rate, ou what they would like to do. 


It was this fact which caused us to take 


up a recent speech of Mr. S. S. Cox, on 
the "Force bill," with the liveliest in- 
terest. The speech—or, more properly 
speaking, tho'essay—was prepared by 
Mr. Cox with the greatest cine. 
"My 


remarks," bo states at an early point, 
"are not made to grate the utterance 
and fervor of an hour, to vibrate for a 
moment in angry <l«l\itc; they have been 
pondered and ix-pondercd in tlie quiet- 
ude of my room, so that no sophistical 
reasoning 
should 
escape 
my 
own 


criticism." And later: "I 
propose 


to-day to discuss the 
present sit- 


uation not merely in view of the 
recent elections, which have an in- 
ner meaning with respect to this subject, 
bnt with a view to show wherein the ob- 
jects of good government have been 
frustrated, and, if p-wsiii'c, erokv a rem- 
edy commensurate with these extensive 
and momentous mischiefs." 
This wa.s 


certainly a fair enough promise. We do 
not doubt that Mr. Cox would have kept 
it if he could have done so. We do not 
doubt, either, that he could have done 
so if any one could, liut what did he 
do in t'uis spc?ch opened with the flour- 
ish of trumpets? So far a? concerns 
proposing any definite remedy for the 
evil he alleges, or indicating even re- 
motely what the Democrats would or 
could undertake, Mr. Cox did nothing. 


He Logan by quoting Sir Thomas; 


Browne, and, roaming through litera- 
ture, sacred and protane, came around 
by way of Blackstone, Job, Socrates, 
President Lincoln, and General Grant, 
to Joaquin Miller, but he dill not reach 
the point which would have been the 
most interesting in his address, ha.d he 
only arrived at it. 
He had nothing— 


absolutely nothing—to say on the ques- 
tion of the future, except some vague 
generalizations about ''the beneficent 
consequences of the policy of concilia- 
tion," and n significant appeal to the 
"gentlemen of the South" to make 
their watchwords '-patience and moder- 
ation.—moderation above all." 


This is disappointing. The ''policy 


of conciliation*' is an empty phrase oil 
Mr. Cox's lips. Thtre is no one for the 
Democrats to' conciliate among the 
Southern, whites. 
They' are, in tjie 


main, only too friendly with tho party 
that framed the Chicago platform in the 
fourth year ol the war. Ou the other 
hand. Mr. Cox knows well enough— 
every prominent Democrat knows—that 
the relation between the Deir.ocrtic party 
r.nd the Southern whites is one fruitful 
of possible violence and danger. This 
is the reason for this vehement, thrice- 
repeated exhortation to "moderation." . 
Suppose that that appeal is not listened | 
to, what will the Democrats do about it: 
Supoose that, instead of adhering to 
moderation, Mr. Cox's friends yield to 
the temptation to [revive the Kuklux 
persecution and the outrageous lawless- 
ness of 1870, how will the Democrats 
treat them? With the "beneficent pol- 
icy of conciliation?" Mr. Cox has his 
own ideas about the Kuklux business. 
He refers to it as' 'childish masquerade,'' 
but to many poor negro men and wo- 
men, just as innocent of wrong and just 
as inneh entitled to life and liberty, un- 
less deprived of them by "due process 
of law," as Mr. Cox, the Kuklux was a 
"dance of death." It sounds well to 
speak of "misguided Southern youth," 
bat that is| not strictly an accurate ex- 
pression. They are not altogether mis- 
guided. They are not, for the most part, 
guided at all. Frequently, and in large 
sections, they are themselves guides and 
leaders, to whose will whole communi- 
ties bow. This is the serious Bide of the 
Southern question for the Democrats. 
Hurling a classical dictionary and an 
edition of "Familiar Quotations" fct the 
heads of Republicans does not meet the 
case. Probably Mr. Cox sees this clearly 
enough, and has recourse to this method 
only because he can find no better. And 
when Mr. Cox can find nothing that he 
dare say about the Southern policy of 
the Democrats, the hope of discovering 
that policy at ai; is small.—-V. Y. Times.

made over the fact that our landlords, in 
anticipation, of a "full city" the coming 
summer, have advanced tlicir rents, iu ! own

This is something of an imposition upon 
poor people, nuil they, perlovce, arc 
oonipelled to content themselves with in- 
complete shanties in the outskirts of the 
city.
